It was decided at all the plat- 
forms to march to Trafalgar- 
square, and several speakers de- 
clared that they would mount the 
plinth ac all costs, 

The procession then formed ‘up 
and marched towards the Square 
via Oxford-street, the men and 
women linking arms aod singing 
“The Red Flag.” 

RED FLAG CAPTURED. 

On reaching Trafalgar-square 
the front portion of the procession 
broke, and scattered across the 
Square. Each entrance was 
guarded by strong detachmants of 
police. 

The only way was over the 
wall facing the National Gallery, 
over this scores of men vaulted, 
and, rushing to the column, climb- 
ed on to the plioth.

the Queen-Mother has just 
appeared from the pen of “Mr, 
W. R. HL Trowhridge entitled 

“Queen Alexandra: a Study of 

Royalty” (Fisher Unwin: 21a). 
Lady Paget, in her foreword to 
this book, speaks of CQuoen 
Alexandra as having imprinted a 
certain cachet con fashion, This 
cachet was “great siraplicity, 
united to grace and dignity.” Afr. 
Trowbridge might perhaps have 
taken the hint, for there is a 
certain straining after grandeur. 
Apart from this foible, his Life, 
with its delightfo) series of 
portraits and photographs, is an 
attractive volume. Wearegiven 
a pleasant sketch of the Princess 
Alexandra's upbringing st the 
Yellow Placa in Copenhagen and 
her’ parents’ country estate of 
Bernstorff inthe days when her 
father, Prince Christian of 
Glacksburg, had only just become 
by the London Protocal of 21852, 
the Heir-Presumptive to the 
Danish Throne. “ 
‘Princess Christian expected 
much of her daughters.

Strike Blunders. 


Addressing the annual confer- 
ence of the National Sailors’ and 
Firemen’s Union, Mr. Havelock 
Wilson said that when the war 

was finished, if the trade union 
movement had been wise, they 
would have endeavoured to have 
made a good compromise with 
theemployers for industrial paace. 

Such an opportunity presented 
itself wher, towards the end of 
the war. a number of meetings 
were held hy- representative 
capitalists and representative 
Labour men, but. unfortunately. 
there ware a number of Laboor 
men who did not have the moral 
courage to. preach what they 
believed. it was unfortunate for 
trade unionism and the working 
man that there were some people 
who ara afraid to tell the trutb. 
~ Ifa representative were afraid 
to go in the presence of the 
employers and talk with them 
for fear of being “ nobbled.” itdid 
“not say much for him. 

AVOIDABLE DISPUTES. 

Many of the big disputes which 
had occurred during the past two 
years, he continued, might well 
have been averted if common 
sense and courage had been dis-' 
played. . 

When it came to a crisis with 
regard to’ toe transport workers, 
he boldly told them what he con-
